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This  road  was  leased  to  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  Bailroad  Company,  by  executed 
and  bearing  date  March  18, 1886,  for  the;term  of  elffhtcen  years,  from  May  i ,  im,  m.t  u 
annual  rental  of  13.000  per  annum,  payable  Quarterly,  on  May  first.  Au^zust  first  Hofvemlwr 
first  and  February  first.  All  expenditures  for  additions  and  bettermstita*  iliOladlQf|.t«|Mi 
and  insurance,  also,  the  expense  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  road  are  to  be 
borne  by  the  lessee.  The  lessor  company  owns  no  roliins  stock  or  equipment  the  same 
being  furnished  by  the  lessee  company. 

At  a  meetinf?  of  the  directors  of  the  company.  June  4,  1889,  a  pronosltion  was 
made  by  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company  to  the  Hobart  Branch 
Bailroad  Company  to  surrender  and  cancel  the  aforesaid  lease  and  make  a  new  lease 
for  999  years,  from  June  1.  1888,  and  to  acquire  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hobart 
company.  A  subsequent  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Hobart  company  was 
held,  all  the  stockholders  beins  present  and  all  votinfc  unanimously  to  make  the  new 
le^  as  aforesaid,  and  transfer  the  capital  stock  to  the  Ulster  company,  upon  the 
delivery  to  this  company  of  $60.000,  in  its  new  five  per  cent  first  mort^at^e  botjd^  and 
the  annual  rent  of  one  dollar.  On  the  loth  day  of  Judp.  1889,  the  new  lease  was  ex€H!ated 
in  duplicate  by  the  Hobart  company,  lessor,  to  the  Ulster  company,  lessee,  and  duly 
recorded  in  Delaware  County  Clerk's  office.  Auguftt  9, 1889,  in  liber  lio  of  dee<ls,  pam 
279.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Hobart  company  was  transferred  to  the  Ulster  company, 
and  the  $50,ooo  in  bonds  (as  aforesaid)  was  delivered  by  the  Ulnter  company  to  the  (stock- 
holders of  the  Hobart  Branch  Railroad  Company.

(Date'of  oharter,  May  1.  1876.) 


The  Bondout  and  OBwego  Railroad  Company  was  organized  under  the  General  Rail- 
road Law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  on  the  3d  day  of  April.  1886.  By  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  said  State,  passed  May  9, 1872.  the  said  company  was  authorized  to  and  did 
obanflre  its  name  to  the  New  York.  Rinsston  and  Syracuse  Railroad  Company.    On  the 
ist  day  of  May.  1875,  the  property  and  franchises  of  the  said  two  companies  were  sold 
under  mortfirase  foreclosure  to  the  Farmers' Loan  and  Trust  Company  of  the  city  of 
New  York.    The  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company  was  organized  under  said 
General  Railroad  Law  on  or  about  the  llth  of  June,  1875,  and  the  property  and  frau- 
chisea  so  purchased  as  aforesaid  were  subsequently  conveyed  to  it    The  finances  of 
this  company  were  reorfcanized  in  1889  by  a  vote  of  its  stock  and  bondholders  on  the  uth  of 
J une,  1888.  A  consolidated  mort^atce  was  executed  by  the  company  on  the  loth  of  J une. 
1889.  to  the  Central  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  its  trustee,  to^cure  $2,000,000  in  conpol- 
idated  first  mortzaice  bonds,  bearing  five  per  cent  interest,  due  June  1. 1928.  upon  the  entire 
property  of  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  railroad,  the  Hobart  Branch  railroad  and  any  addi- 
tional railroad  that  may  hereafter  be  acquired  by  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  liHilroad 
Oompany.  The  funding:  scheme  and  the  execution  of  the  mort«affe  was  authorized  by 
.  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  holders  of  all  the  stock  and  bonds  in  amount,  and  by  the 
owners  of  all  the  stock  of  the  Hobart  Branch  Railroad  Company.  The  mortgage  provides 
that  elfirht  hundred  and  six  thousand  <$806.ooo;  dollars  of  the  consolidated  bonds  shall 
be/ used  to  retire  one  million  three  hundred  and  forty-two  thousand  six  hundred 
($1,342,600)  dollars  of  income  bonds,  bein^  the  whole  amount  now  outstanding,  tof^etber 
with  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy  (5,370)  full  paid  shares  of  the  mortvase 
capital  stock,  beiuff  60  per  cent  in  new  bonds  and  40  per  cent  in  stock  to  acquire  the 
surrender  of  the  outstanding  income  bonds.    The  owners  of  these  bonds,  except 
$7,800.  have  subscribed  to  the  funding  scheme,  and  nearly  all  at  this  date  have  excbanffed 
their  income  bonds  for  the  new  consolidated  6  per  cent  bonds.    The  mortcra^e  also 
provides  that  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  ($240,000)  dollars  of  these  bonds  be  set 
apart  and  used  to  acquire  the  surrender  and  payment  of  two  hundred  thousand 
($200,000)  dollars  of  the  first  mortflracre  7  per  cent  bonds  due  1905.    The  holders  of  these 
bonds  have  all  subscribed  to  the  funding  scheme  and  will  make  the  exchange  of  their 
bonds  on  or  before  January  1. 1890.  The  mortgage  also  provides  that  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  ($250,000)  dollars  of  these  bonds  be  set  apart,  appropriated  and  used  to  pay 
the  floating  liability  of  this  company.  None  of  these  bonds  have  at  this  date  been  sold 
or  used.  The  mortgage  also  provides  that  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  of  these  bonds, 
together  with  eighty  full  shares  of  the  mortgagor's  capital  stock,  be  used  to  secure  the 
surrender  and  cancellation  of  the  lease  dated  May  l,  1885,  to  the  mortgageor  from  the 
Hobart  Branch  Railroad  Company,  and  to  acquire  the  capital  stock,  fifty  thousand 
($ftO,ooo)  dollars,  of  the  last  named  company. 

The  bonds  and  stock  have  been  delivered  to  the  stockholders  of  the  Hobart  Branch 
Railroad  Company  and  its  capital  stock  and  the  lease  cancelled  and  a  new  lease  made 
for  999  years  at  the  annual  rent  of  one  dollar.  The  mortgage  also  provides  that  fifty 
thousand  ($60.000)  dollars  of  these  bonds  be  appropriated  and  used  to  cause  the  surrender 
and  satisfaction  of  a  fifty  thousand  ($50,ooo)  dollars  real  estate  mortgage,  bearing  7 
per  cent  Interest  At  this  date  these  bonds  have  not  been  sold  nor  the  mortgage 
satisfied. 

The  mortgage  also  provides  that  the  balance  not  before  mentioned  of  the  two  million 
($3,000,000)  dollars  in  bonds  authorized,  amounting  to  $804,000,  shall  be  set  apart  and  used 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  railroad  of  the  mortgsgeor  by  construction,  purchase 
or  otherwise,  or  for  new  equipment  or  betterments  of  a  permanent  character. 

Nothing  at  this  date  has  been  done  with  these  bonds ;  they  still  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  trust  company  aforesaid.  The  Delaware  and  Otsego  railroad,  now  under  con- 
struction, when  completed  will  be  acquired  by  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  operated  by  it

On  the  Uh  day  of  February.  1888,  a  commission,  con«istinfir  of  Thomas  S.  Moore,  Oeonre 
W.  Almy.  Oeoree  W.  Brown,  Thomas  McQrath  and  Eusene  Doherty,  was  appointed  by 
Hon.  Alfred  C.  Ohapin,  mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  authority  of  chapter  eo6  of 
the  Laws  of  1876,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  to  determine  upon  the  ouestioiis 
involved  in  the  petition  of  certain  householders  and  taxpayers  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn 
for  the  establishment  of  a  steam  elevated  railway  or  railways  within  said  city  of 
Brooklyn.

T.,  to  bchenck  avenue  (on  Eastern  Parkway),  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  equal  to 
1.781  miles  of  double  track  railway  on  the  route  No.  3  laid  down  in  the  charter  of  this 
company. 

The  CQuipment  consists  of  13  locomotives  and  60  passenger  coaches.

The  road  has  been  practically  rebuilt  an  J  the  equipment  almost  entirely  renewed 
dnriofc  the  past  year.  The  track  ha«  been  relaid  with  new  steel  rail,  mostly  of  the 
Johnson  girder  pattern.  wei«rhin«;  fifty-two  pounds  to  the  yard,  laid  in  the  most 
substantial  manner  on  oak  ties,  with  bulb  chairs  and  tie  rods  every  ten  feet.  The  city 
division  has  been  double  tracked  in  the  same  style,  and  new  turnouts,  new  branch-on 
onrves  to  the  stables,  new  switch  points  and  tongue  switches  added,  while  a  thorough 
consolidation  has  been  made  with  the  Maple  avenue  road,  now  leased  by  this  company. 

The  old  and  inferior  cars  of  the  company  have  been  very  generally  sold  and  replaced 
with  new  and  elegant  ones,  at  a  cost  of  from  si,200  to  ti.soo  each.  Steam  service  has  been 
established  from  Elmira  to  Horseheads  (about  six  miles),  thus  releasing  for  service  on 
the  city  division  a  large  number  of  horses.  The  horses  in  use  a  year  ago  have  been 
nearly  all  sold,  and  new  horses  purchased  in  their  places,  of  a  superior  class.  The 
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dUferenoe  in  yaiue  between  the  stock  sold  and  the  new  ones  purchased  oonstitateiAi 
item,  $3,796. 

Newof&ce  furniture  and  fixtures  have  been  purchased,  and  also  aTalnablesklrf 
land  for  the  erection  of  permanent  buildings.

The  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Road  Oompany  is  a  consolidation  of  the  Jamaica.  Wood- 
haven  and  Brooklyn  Bailway  Oompany  and  the  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Plaokroad 
Oompany.  under  act  of  April  9. 1879.  chapter  166.  Laws  of  1879  of  the  State  of  New  York 
The  oerdflcate  of  such  consolidation  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on 
the  22d  day  of  March.  1880. 

Under  date  of  September  4, 1889.  the  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Boad  Oompany  acquired 
all  the  property  formerly  owned  by  the  Lons  Island  Electric  Company,  and  also  the 
lease  under  which  the  Long  Island  Electric  Oompany,  or  parties  on  its  behalf,  had  there- 
tofore operated  the  line  of  railway  of  the  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Boad  Company,  bo  that 
said  line  of  railway  and  all  ri«:hts  relating  thereto  became  the  property  of  the  Jamaica 
and  Brooklyn  Boad  Company. 

Prior  to  October  81.  1889.  the  capital  stock  had  consisted  of  two  classes,  Tiz.:  s.«io 
shares  common  stock  at  twenty  dollars  per  share :  4,874  shares  preferred*  stock  at  twenty 
dollars  per  snare. 

The  preferred  had  represented  specially  the  earnings  of  the  plankroad,  and  the 
common  had  represented  specially  the  reyennes  from  the  railway. 

Under  date  of  October  31. 1889,  and  in  pursuance  of  action  taken  that  day  by  the  board 
of  directors  and  approyed  by  eyery  stockholder  of  the  oompany  and  in  accordance  with 
the  statutes  made  and  provided,  the  board  declared  by  a  yote  of  more  than  two-thirds 
of  their  number,  that  it  was  for  the  interest  of  the  corporation  to  exchanfire  such  pre- 
ferred stock  for  common  stock,  and  ordered  that  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
preferred  stockholders  all  certificates  should  thereafter  be  consolidated  into  one  class 
of  stock,  which  should  be  the  only  stock  of  the  corporation,  and  this  has  beeo 
carried  out

WATEBVLIET  TURNPIKE  AlTD  AAILBOAD. 

(Ohapter  141.  Laws  of  1838.  amended  by  chapter  933.  Laws  of  1862.) 


This  company  was  incorporated  as  the  Watervliet  Turnpike  Company  by  chapter  141 
of  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  of  1828,  and  thereafter  the  necessary  real  estate 
was  purchased,  and  a  turnpike  road  constructed  from  the  northern  boundary  line  of 
the  city  of  Albany  to  the  upper  ferry  opposite  the  city  of  Troy,  and  was  opened  for 
traffic. 

By  an  act  of  the  Leffialature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  April  15. 1862  (chapter 
233  of  the  Laws  of  1862).  "  The  Watervliet  Turnpike  Company,  in  addition  to  tneir 
present  powers,  franchises  and  privileges,"  were  authorized  to  contract  and  maintain 
a  railroad  on  their  present  road  and  to  extend  the  same  into  and  through  the  village 
of  West  Troy  and  Oohoes  and  the  town  of  Watervliet  and  city  of  Albany,  etc  .  and  their 
corporate  name  was  changed  to  "  Watervliet  Turnpike  and  Bailroad  Company."  The 
railroad  was  built  by  contract  and  opened  for  traffic  on  July  4. 1863. 

In  May,  1889.  a  contract  was  made  to  rebuild  the  railroad,  to  obtain  new  cars  and  to 
.  equip  the  property  with  the  Thomson-Houston  electrical  system.  A  portion  of  the 
road  was  sufficiently  finished  to  be  operated  with  electricity  and  opened  to  the  public 
for  traffic  on  the  twentieth  of  September.  Work  is  in  progress  to  complete  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  road  for  operation  by  electrical  motors  and  the  overhead  wire 
system.  .It  Is  expected  before  the  end  of  the  year  to  have  the  entire  road  in  operation 
by  electrical  motors.
